Snowstorm Lives Up to the Hype 


Brutal weather covers 
2,000 miles in heavy 
winds, whiteouts, ice 


St. Louis 

Layers of dangerous ice and blow- 
ing snow closed roads and airports 
from Texas to Rhode Island on Tues- 
day as a monster storm began bear- 
ing down on the nation, and those 
in its frigid path started to believe 
it would live up to its hype. 

The storm’s more than 2,000- 
mile reach threatened to leave 
about a third of the nation covered 
in a hodgepodge of harsh weather. 
Ice fell first and was expected to be 
followed by up to 2 feet of snow in 
some places. Storm-battered New 
England towns feared they wouldn’t 
have anywhere to put it. 

Making matters worse was 
the expectation of brutal cold and 
winds gusting to near 60 mph. 

Snow and ice fell to varying 
degrees from Colorado to Maine, 
tornadoes were possible in the 
South, and the weather disrupt- 
ed the lives of millions. Multiple 
airports were at least temporarily 
shut down due to ice.

Whiteouts paralyzed Oklaho- 
ma City and the Tulsa area. Blow- 
ing snow created drifts up to 4 feet 
high, and trucks, city buses, snow- 
plows and at least one ambulance 
had trouble navigating the treach- 
erous roadways.

Dow Reaches Milestone 



Stock market index 
closes above 12,000 
for first time in years 

New York 

Two years ago, the stock market was 
roadkill along the financial high- 
way. Now one of the greatest bull 
markets in history is rolling along 
— maybe enough to finally get the 
attention of average investors. 

The Dow Jones industrial aver- 
age closed above 12,000 for the first 
time in two and a half years Tues- 
day, putting the Great Recession 
even farther in the rearview mir- 
ror and erasing most of the dam- 
age it inflicted on tens of millions 
of retirement accounts. 

A broader measure of the stock 
market, the Standard & Poor’s 500 
index, closed above 1,300 for the 
first time since Aug. 28, 2008. And 
at least one widely watched mea- 
sure suggests stocks are still cheap 
by historical standards. 

The Dow closed at 12,040.16 on 


Tuesday, advancing 148 points after 
strong corporate earnings reports 
and signs that the manufacturing 
sector had a good month in Janu- 
ary. The S&P 500 closed at 1,307.59, 
up 21 points. 

The rebound could bring small 
investors back to the stock market. 
They have pulled nearly $245 bil- 
lion out of U.S. stock mutual funds 
since June 2008, the last time the 
Dow was at 12,000, according to the 


Investment Company Institute. 

And if Americans believe in the 
stock market again, it could accel- 
erate the economic recovery. 

“The Dow at 12,000 could boost 
the psychology of the American 
investor and be a more powerful 
stimulant than anything else in 
driving the next stage of this bull 
market,” says David Kelly, chief mar- 
ket strategist at J.P. Morgan Funds.

Senate Minority Leader Mitch 
McConnell, R-Ky., on Tuesday intro- 
duced a measure aimed at repealing 
the national health care overhaul 
as an amendment to the first Sen- 
ate bill of the new Congress.

Egypt’s crisis piles 
pressure on leaders

Ramallah, West Bank 

Jordan’s king fired his Cabinet 
on Tuesday, and the Palestinian 
president promised to hold long- 
delayed elections as America’s Mid- 
east allies came under pressure for 
democratic reforms because of the 
uprising sweeping Egypt. 

But the Western push for reform 
in this region has backfired in the 
past, strengthening Islamists at the 
expense of pro-U.S. moderates. 

The revolt against Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak has 
raised two urgent questions: Will 
it spread and perhaps destabi- 
lize other countries, and will it 
bring more democracy to the Arab 
world? 

The democracy question is par- 
ticularly pressing for such U.S. 
allies as Jordan and the Palestinian 
Authority in the West Bank, which 
have long faced U.S. pressure to 
uphold democratic values. 

Even as they loosen the reins 
a bit, Jordan’s King Abdullah II 


and Palestinian President Mah- 
moud Abbas appeared concerned 
about inadvertently giving a boost 
to their Islamic rivals. 

On Tuesday, Abdullah fired his 
government, bowing to public pres- 
sure for reform, including several 
large demonstrations inspired by 


those in Egypt and Tunisia. 

The king instructed the new 
prime minister, Marouf al-Bakhit, 
to lead “real political reforms, which 
must increase popular participation 
in the decision-making.” 

Outgoing Prime Minister Samir 
Rifai was blamed for a rise in 


fuel and food prices, and slowed 
reforms. 

The Jordanian opposition says 
it doesn’t seek regime change but 
wants to curb the king’s power and 
called the change cosmetic. 

Abdullah is willing to speed 
up some reforms, a top Jordanian 
official said. But he said the king 
is concerned that further reforms 
could strengthen Islamists. 

Earlier this week, Abbas met 
with his security chiefs and told 
them to clamp down on protests in 
support of the Egyptian demonstra- 
tors and to make sure anti-Israel 
marches don’t turn violent, a Pal- 
estinian official said Tuesday. 

Abbas said he was concerned 
that loosening the grip could 
provide an opening to Hamas to 
destabilize the West Bank, the 
official said. 

Despite such worries, Abbas’ 
Cabinet promised Tuesday to set a 
date next week for municipal elec- 
tions that have been postponed 
since July. Hamas said it would 
not cooperate in the vote. 

Meanwhile, there have been stir- 
rings of discontent among nations 
in the region that aren’t U.S. allies, 
notably Syria and Sudan, (ap)

A Pakistani court ordered the gov- 
ernment Tuesday not to release an 
American official arrested in the 
shooting deaths of two Pakistanis 
despite U.S. insistence that he has 
been detained illegally.

Mubarak to Step Aside 


Egyptian leader’s 
pledge not to seek 
re-election doesn’t 
satisfy protesters 

Cairo 

President Hosni Mubarak 
announced Tuesday he will not 
run for a new term in September 
elections but rejected protesters’ 
demands he step down immediate- 
ly and leave the country, vowing to 
die on Egypt’s soil, after a dramat- 
ic day in which a quarter-million 
Egyptians staged their biggest pro- 
test yet calling on him to go. 

Soon after his speech, clashes 
erupted between protesters and 
government supporters in the Med- 
iterranean city of Alexandria, and 
gunshots were heard, according to 
footage by Al-Jazeera television. 

Mubarak’s halfway concession 
— an end to his rule seven months 
down the road — threatened to 
inflame frustration and anger 
among protesters, who have been 
peaceful in recent days but have 
made clear they will not end their 
unprecedented week-old wave of 
demonstrations until he is out. 

The speech was immediately 
derided by the protesters massed 
in central Cairo’s Tahrir Square. 
Watching his speech on a giant TV, 
protesters booed and waved their 
shoes over their heads at his image 


U.S. Pressure 

Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak’s announcementthat 

he won’t seek re-election came after 
President Obama’s special envoy told 
Mubarakthe U.S. saw his presidency at 
an end and urged him to prepare for an 
orderly transition to real democracy, 
U.S. officials said. The message was 
delivered on Monday by Frank Wisner, 
a former U.S. ambassador to Egypt, 
according to two officials familiar 
with the mission.

We are not leaving until he leaves,” 
they chanted. 

In the 10-minute address, 
Mubarak appeared somber but 
spoke without an air of defeat. The 
president who has ruled the coun- 
try for nearly three decades — and 
who has rarely, if ever, admitted 
to making a mistake or reversing 
himself under pressure — insist- 
ed that his decision not to run for 
a new six-year term had nothing 
to do with the protests. 

“I tell you in all sincerity, regard- 
less of the current circumstances, 
I never intended to be a candidate 
for another term,” he said. “I will 
work for the final remaining months 
of the current term to accomplish 
the necessary steps for the peace- 
ful transfer of power.”

Only a month ago, Mubarak’s 
announcement may have been seen 
as a formula for a stable handover 
and would certainly have been a 
stunning development greeted 
with joy by reform activists — many 
Egyptians have assumed he was 
certain to run again despite health 
issues. But after the week of upheav- 
al, it struck many as too little and as 
an infuriating stubbornness. 

Mubarak would be the second 
Arab leader pushed from office by 
a popular uprising in the history of 
the modern Middle East, following 
the ouster last month Tunisian Pres- 
ident Zine El Abidine Ben Ali. 

The movement to drive Muba- 
rak out has been built on the work 
of online activists and fueled by 
deep frustration with an autocrat- 
ic regime blamed for ignoring the 
needs of the poor and allowing 
corruption to run rampant.

Q The success of the express 
trains shows how badly we need 
a third and fourth track throughout 
the system. And given the additions 
in capacity it would create, it shows 
how shortsighted the 
board and WMATA 
really are. 

This is a reference to 
Metrorail’s active man- 
agement of congestion on the Red Line on 
Wednesday morning. The Operations Con- 
trol Center expressed a lead train through 
several stations, then had one make limited 
stops before resuming regular service. That 
active management of a problem helped 
restore regular service faster. Yes, it does 
show that we’d be far better off with an extra 
track through downtown D.C.

Q l noticed awhile back that in a 
few Metro rail cars, the bars near 
the doors had been removed, eliminat- 
ing the crowd of passengers near the 
doors. This seemed like a good idea, 
but I haven’t noticed any such cars 
lately. Do you know what the deal is? 

The 6000 Series, the newest generation of 
Metrorail cars, removed poles at the front 
and rear to open up access in those areas 
and encourage riders to move to the center 
of the cars. That new style is not universal- 
ly popular. People complain that a crowd- 
ed car is a crowded car. People are going to 
stand anywhere they can, including near 
the front and rear doors. Meanwhile, peo- 
ple who are trying to get near the doors 
while the train is approaching a station say 
they have nothing to grab onto. 


Q Does 0PM coordinate with Metro at 
all before it closes early or opens 
late? It seems to me with such a large 
number of government employees com- 
muting early or late (and many private- 
sector offices following 0PM), Metro 
would adjust the number of trains they 
run or when they run rush-hour service. 
Yes, OPM does talk with Metro under such 
conditions. But I’m not aware of any adjust- 
ments that Metro made last Wednesday 
afternoon because of the early dismissal. 
Still, I got very few complaints about Metro- 
rail’s performance during the storm. The 
rail network held up far better than the 
road network. Coordination doesn’t always 
have the most positive result: You remem- 
ber that Friday last February when all the 
federal workers came back and Metrorail 
clearly wasn’t ready to provide the neces- 
sary service? The government should have 
told people to stay home that day.

Study: Md. Roads Awful 


Group says 44 percent 
of state’s highways 
are aging, inadequate 

Baltimore 

Forty-four percent of Maryland’s 
major roads are in bad condition, 
25 percent of the state’s bridges 
are deteriorating or obsolete, and 
only an unlikely infusion of federal 
money can halt the decline, accord- 
ing to a report issued Tuesday. 

Like every other state in the 
nation, Maryland is saddled with 
a system of aging roads and bridg- 
es that cannot be revitalized unless 
Congress provides the cash, said the 
report by TRIP, a nonprofit national 
transportation research group.

The group estimated that the 
combination of bad roads, conges- 
tion delays, and the crashes caused 
by both cost Maryland drivers 
$7 billion a year. 


“The efficiency of Maryland’s 
transportation system, particu- 
larly its highways, is critical to the 
health of the state’s economy,” the 
report said. Maryland’s dilemma, as 
expressed in the TRIP report, is a 
microcosm of the national plight. 

TRIP said 7 percent of Mary- 
land bridges suffer from deteri- 
oration of the bridge deck, sup- 
ports or other major components. 
An additional 18 percent no lon- 
ger meet current highway design 
standards, often because of nar- 
row lanes, inadequate clearances 
or poor alignment. 

Drawing on data from 2008, the 
report said 26 percent of the state’s 
roads showed signs of deterioration, 
including rutting, cracks and pot- 
holes. (THE WASHINGTON POST)

Metro Remembers 
26 Killed on Duty 


Memorial for killed 
workers unveiled, 
doesn’t satisfy many 

Washington 

On Monday, Metro unveiled its first 
memorial to employees killed “in 
the line of duty” since the Washing- 
ton transit system opened in 1976, 
a black, polished granite pylon at 
Metro Center engraved with 26 
names spanning three decades. 

Family members of those killed 
voiced muted appreciation at the 
gesture, but several wondered why 
it took the transit agency so many 
years to commemorate the loss of 
their loved ones. 

“I honestly don’t know why it took 
so long. I kind of thought it went by 
the wayside,” said Sophia Cherry, 
whose husband, Leslie Arvell Cher- 
ry, died Nov. 30, 2006, when he and 
another track worker were struck and 
killed by a train while inspecting 


tracks between the Huntington and 
Eisenhower Avenue stations. 

The memorial “really doesn’t 
do anything for me,” Cherry said. 
“I’m very ambivalent about it. ... It 
doesn’t give me any closure.” 

Metro union chief Jackie Jeter, 
president of Amalgamated Tran- 
sit Union Local 689, which rep- 
resents many of Metro’s 10,000 
employees, welcomed the recog- 
nition for fallen workers but said 
it was long overdue. 

“Employees have wanted this for 
a long time,” she said, explaining 
that discussions about such a memo- 
rial started in the early 1990s. 

Metro spokeswoman Lisa 
Farbstein said the memorial was 
approved by Metro’s board of 
directors in July 2006, and Metro 
General Manager Richard Sar- 
les “directed staff to advance 
the project” after taking the 
job of interim chief last spring.

Milestone 

Terps* Wizard 

Not only would a win over Duke be 
specialfor Maryland coach Gary 
Williams because it would give 
histeamitsfirstwinagainsta 
ranked foe this year, but it would 
also give the Terrapins leader his 
664th career victory.

In the next three games, they 
rediscovered their defensive tenaci- 
ty on defense and offensive versatil- 
ity.

Finding a Blueprint 

On Wednesday, No. 5 Duke (19-2, 
6-1) visits College Park. The Blue 
Devils had their scared-straight 
moment on Sunday when they were 
pummeled by St. John’s, a middling 
team from the Big East. 

“Our worst game of the year,” 
coach Mike Krzyzewski said. “I just 
thought we weren’t ready to play 
as a program and they were real- 
ly ready to play. As a result, they 
just handed it to us.” 

And in the process, St. John’s 
showed Maryland a blueprint for 
stopping Duke: Contest every shot 
and allow no open 3-pointers. 

Aside from Nolan Smith, who 
scored 32 points, the Blue Dev- 
ils shot 37 percent from the field, 
well below the team’s 48 percent 
average. And Duke connected on 
19 percent of its 3-pointers, down 
from its 39 percent average. 

Maryland, meanwhile, has 
thrived on its ability to defend. “I 
knew we’d have to be able to play 
defense because we might not have 
as much firepower as we did last 
year,” Maryland coach Gary Wil- 


liams said. “We kind of hang our 
hat on that this year. We have to be 
a very good defensive team.” 

All Together Now 

The Terrapins have also learned that 
they can’t rely solely on sophomore 
center Jordan Williams to score 
points. Two weeks ago, when Vir- 
ginia Tech denied him the ball, he 
stumbled, and the Terrapins played 
their worst game of the season. 

But a week later, when Williams 
was held to four points and six 
rebounds, the Terrapins handled 
Virginia easily and boosted their 


confidence in the process. Williams 
returned to form Sunday against 
Georgia Tech, scoring 21 points 
and grabbing 15 rebounds. 

The challenge will be for Mary- 
land to put it all together against 
Duke and seize one of its last oppor- 
tunities to pull itself off the path 
to the NIT and steer toward the 
NCAA tournament. 

“It should be a very interest- 
ing game,” Gary Williams said. 
“There’s been some great games in 
this series the last 10 years or so, 
and, hopefully, this is another one

Philip Fried sought 
inspiration from some 
unpoetic sources for 
his latest collection 


Author Q& A 

Performance reviews and lay- 
offs are decidedly unpoetic. But 
that’s exactly what inspired new 
verse in Philip Fried’s latest col- 
lection, “Early/Late” ($22, Salm- 
on Poetry). 

The New York-based Fried has 
been combining the language of 
industry — cor- 
porate slogans 
and lingo — with 
the words and 
forms of poetry 
for decades. His 
previous book, 
2010’s “Cohort,” 
collected a series 
of postmillennial sonnets that 
mashed centuries-old phrases and 
patterns with current concerns. 

Prior to his reading at Politics 
& Prose, Fried spoke to Express 
about reading his old poems and 
moving beyond the first-person 
pronoun. 

“Early/Late” combines new poems 
with those from previous collec- 
tions. What were your criteria for 


deciding which earlier poems to 
include? 

When you write individual poems, 
you just write what you think and 
feel at the moment. But when you 
put together a book, it’s a whole dif- 
ferent story. I used to think putting 
together a book was like making 
sausages: just one after the other 
of what you’d written previously. I 
didn’t realize that a book was con- 
structed. That applies even more 
to putting together a whole series 
of books. I did it intuitively to get a 
sense of trajectory, so readers could 
get a sense of where I was moving 
from and where I was moving to. 


What attracts you to the techno- 
logical and corporate language 
that runs through your poetry? 

At one point, I was reading the 
Russian critic Mikhail Bakhtin, 
and he writes that one of the 
things he likes about the novel 
... is the multi-vocal quality that 
you can achieve in a novel, with 
different voices and registers of 
language speaking to one anoth- 
er. Then he says — and I think 
he’s quite wrong about this — 
that poetry is uni-vocal. For him, 
it’s a pure medium in contrast to 
the mixed medium of the novel. 
But I think that could be applied 


to poetry equally well. I like to 
engage with dirty language — and 
not in the usual sense of “dirty,” 
but the intractable language that 
surrounds us: advertising, mili- 
tary jargon, things like that. I like 
to have different linguistic regis-

ters collide, like in plate tectonics, 
in the hopes that they’ll create a 
tremor and the tremor itself will 
be the poetry. 

That’s intriguing, especially 
considering that poetry is often 
viewed as an escape from the 
modern world. 

Exactly. I think poetry gets paint- 
ed into a corner. If the language of 
poetry is only supposed to reflect 
a personal sensibility, then you’re 
just narrowing and narrowing 
until you get repetitive. Stephen

Of History 


A D.C. dub bites into 
the culinary past via 
old-time recipes and 
new-filled meet-ups 

Then and Chow 

At the December meeting of the 
Culinary Historians of Washington, 
D.C., members started their gather- 
ing in the usual way — by engaging 
in culinary show-and-tell. Congre- 
gating in the decidedly unappetiz- 
ing surroundings of a government 
conference room in Bethesda, the 
cadre of chefs, foodies and history 
buffs passed around what seemed 
to be the tiny stone club of some 
bloodthirsty pygmy and a small, 
white, plastic device that resembled 
those three-legged alien spaceships 
in “War of the Worlds.” 

After lots of exclamations of 
“What they heck?” and handling 
of the oddities, club vice president 
CiCi Williamson, 66, a writer from 


McLean, Va., revealed that the club 
would’ve been used in Micronesia 
to pulverize breadfruit, and that the 
UFO was actually a hard-boiled egg 
peeler from the 1950s. “That looks 
like more trouble than it’s worth,” 
Williamson said as she passed the 
egg peeler back to its owner. 

History may be written by the 
winners, but it’s what denizens of 
past decades had for dinners that 
concerns the Culinary Historians 
of Washington, D.C. (ChoW/DC for 
short). For 16 years, the group has 
met monthly to hear speakers, com- 
pare old recipes and, of course, eat 
a combo of retro foods and modern 
dishes. “Having a bite gets people 
talking,” said Shirley Sherkasky, 
83, a retired sociology professor 
who is the group’s founder. 

At the December meeting, folks 
snacked on candied pumpkin slices 
inspired by ancient Mexican customs, 
com bread made from one member’s 
old family recipe and Southern-style 
hummus made from black-eyed peas. 


Once a year, the group gets together 
for a history-themed dinner. The last 
feast starred Native American dish- 
es such as bison stew, cactus salad 
and cornmeal hotcakes with prick- 
ly-pear syrup. 

But it’s the lively appetite 
for knowledge that really keeps 
members showing up. In Decem- 


vegetable filled pasties not unlike 
empanadas) favored by stay-at- 
home moms. 

“Food provides a window into 
what peoples’ day-to-day lives were 
like back then,” Turner said. Other 
talks have covered morsels from the 
invention of the hamburger (prob- 
ably in the 1880s in the U.S., FYI) 
to the origins of chop suey (it, too, 
was created in the United States, 
not China, back at the end of the 
19 th century). 

“The average American doesn’t 
know where their food comes from 
and the story behind it,” William- 
son said. “But if you look back at 
history, you can find out how we 
got to where we are today.”
